His Congratulations. 


Tbe Fatted StatenRe«o£ttlEM th« 


Hawaiian Government and Iu» 


KlBlnler to Thin Country. 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 9—A letter of 


congratulation and greeting from Pres 
Ment Cleveland in the name of tbe 
United States, is on tbe way from 
Washington to President Bole, of the 
Hawaiian republic. The recognition of 
the new republic was finally decided 
upon this week and the message was 
Framed and mailed yesterday through 
.he reguiar channels. 


Although the customary secrecy 
-hieh attends diplomatic matters has 


surrounded tbe relations of the United 
States with tbe Hawaiian republicsince 
bat country assumed its form of gov- 
ernment, it is learned on the best au- 
bority, that there has never been any 
doubt of President Cleveland's course 
n the matter and of bis recognition of 
he new government of Hawaii es a de- 
acto government. 


A few days ago a letter was received 


rom President Dole conveying the for- 
mal announcement of the proclamation 


>f the republic and the inauguration oi 
he new government. This letter was 
aid before tbe cabinet and has been 
inder consideration while the house 
committee on foreign affairs was debat- 
ng whether it should report a resolu- 
ion for recognition.

An Agreement Between the Con- 


ferees on the Tariff Bill. 


JEarlr KeDorts Say Kon« Hai Been 


Beached but a Later Storr Would 


Indicate an Agreement. 


, Aug. 9 —No one could 


be found about the capitol today who 
would assert that an agreement had 
been reached on the tariff, nor that 
there would be any possibility of a re- 
port today. The confidence of an agree- 
ment which seemed to pervade every 
part of the capitol yesterday has disap- 
peared and the conferees seem today to 
lave encountered obstacles to an agree- 
ment which may eventually result in a 
disagreement or will take several d*yi 
to get over. 


It is stated by a close friend of the 


administration that contentions in the 
resident'H letter for free iron ore and 
ree coal have been only partially con- 
ceded and the inference is left that 
he house conferees are now standing 
out for free coal and free iron ore both.

JBxporui of Cold. 


From the way that some uneasy 


writers talk about the exportation of 
gold it might be supposed that this is 
something that has never happened be- 
lore. 
They seem to forget that in 


twenty-one out of the last thirty years 
the exports of gold from the United 
States have largely exceeded the im- 
ports, the total excess in that period 
being $461,622,000. They also forget 
that this country is a very large pro- 
ducer of golti, the product of our mines 
during this period having aggregated 
some II,100.000. Allowing one-third of 
this to be used in the arts, and deduct- 
ing the net exports, we have still quite 
a handsome addition to our domestic 
stock. 


It is true that the net exports' for 


the closing months of the last tiacal 
year were much in exceEs of the aver- 
age. 
They amounted during May and 


June to $45,5110.01)0. 
But then, during 


May ind June of 1S91 they were $45,-

1891 and 1892. under 
the TlcKinley act, the exports of gold 
excreded the imports by J68.SOO.OOO. 
KOBE of this excess, however, was in 


1891. 
the balance in 1892 being nearly 


even. Then came thejscare oflS93, 
when the net exports rose to $87,500,- 


000, dropping in 1894 to $4.500,000. just 
the figures of 1890. 


To any one who will take the trouble 


to ;f fleet over the conditions existing 
at these several periods it will be evi- 
dent that no one cause is sufficient to 
explain the movements ot gold. It 
will be also evident that an outward 
movement from a gold producing coun- 
try like our own is not in itself a cause 
for alarm, though it is often a signifi- 
cant index that ought to be carefully 
studied, in connection with a great

The 
present enabling act empowers the peo< 
pie of Utah to hold a constitutional 
convention, prepare a state constitution 
and submit it to the voters. If they rat 
ify it, and if nothing in it is contrary 
to republican government or the (Jnitet 
States constitution, then the president 
•will issue a proclamation declaring 
Utah to be a state. She -will bo the for 
ty-fifth. 
The forty-fourth was Wyo- 


ming. Utah would have been in sooner 
only for polygamy. 


Utah cannot, however, elect any sen 


ators or representatives to the presen 
congress. It ends March 4, 1895, ant 
in March, 1895, Utah's constitutional 
convention will meet The constitution 
it frames will be submitted to tho peo- 
ple for ratification tho November fol- 
lowing. State officers and congressmen 
will be elected under the new constitn- 
tion immediately. The legislature will

HE STOPPED A PANIC. 


Millionaire Armour's Wonderful One-Day 


Record la Chicago. 


Philip D. irmour, of Chicago, is an 


indefatigable worker. Here is a record 
of one day's work during the panic 
time of the summer of 1893. Chicago 
suffered then as the rest of the country 
did under the severe stroke of depres- 
sion. 
But Chicago had something 


more than her business reputation to 
maintain. There was the exhibition. 
No white feather should be shown, frr 
the White City's sake. Still, in that 
trying time, it was courage like Ar- 
mour's that saved the exhibiticn from 
Da«sing into the hands of a. receiver. 
Chicago stood together, and with true 
civic zeal saved the threatened mis- 
fortune and enabled the World's Fair 
to pa'son to its triumphant conclusion. 
One morning Armour learned at his 
ollice that in the distress of the hour a 
"run" 
had set in upon the Illinois Trust 


and Pavings Bank. "This must be 
stopped," said he. There wore two 
reasons for his zeal' first, the main- 
tenance of the general credit of the 
city, which would be fahakon in the 
probable event of "runs" unon tlio 
banks becoming contagious: second, his 
eldest son was a director in the assault- 
ed institution. 


Armour quietly left his office and 


mixed with the throng in front of the 
bank. He went about among the de- 
positors and pledged his own credit to 
induce- them to leave their funds whore 
they were. Ho remained in the crowd- 
ed st eet all day and personally per- 
suaded hundreds of the depositors to 
return to their homey. At Iho end of 
banking hours he arranged for a meet- 
ing of prominent Chicago men, to be 
quietly hold the next morning, to 
grapple with 
the disasters which 


threatened the city. 
He cabled to 


London and bought haU a million dol- 
lars in gold on his own account. Then 
ho drove to the Armour Institute, to 
inject the equipments then being put 
into place, and he serenely asked his 
usual question. "Is anything wanted?" 
On tV way out ho learned that the 
little daughters of an employe wpro 
dangerously ill with diphtheria. He 
went for his accustomed drive and for 
his almost daily call at the homes of 
his sons. Then he went homo to din- 
ner, and by 0 o'clock ho was soundly 
sleeping, as if nothing had happened. 
The next morning he walked to his 
ofBce. and on the way loft 950 for the 
stricken family of his employe: ho 
transacted his own business as calmly 
as ever; went to the bank again, turned 
away more depositors: and then left 
for the Mission Hall to play with the 
little children there. Meanwhile, his 
action in the crowd, and his purchase 
of gold, hau set an example for other 
nc-n; confidence bagan to set in ones 
r.oro. the tide was turned.
